But  there  are  some  splendid  near-blues, 
that  are  listed  in  the  general  blue  class  or 
section.  Few  Glad  growers  have  paid  as  much 
attention  as  I  have  in  securing  the  best  of 
these  blues  or  near-blues.  Just  run  through 
my  list  and  note  how  many  of  the  much  talked 
about  blues  you  will  find. 

One  thing  that  surprises  me  is  that  few, 
if  any,  of  us  Glad  growers  have  mentioned 
the  fact  that  Mrs.  van  Konynenburg  blooms 
rather  early.  Is  such  a  strong  healthy  grower, 
too.

The  other  day  I  read  about  a  guy  wanting  a 
girl  good,  clever  and  beautiful.  His  pal  said, 
“You  don’t  want  a  girl — you  want  three.” 

I’m  not  saying  one  could  not  find  a  girl 
with  all  these  desirable  characteristics,  but 
I’ve  noticed  that  in  Glads  it’s  hard  to  find  all 
the  good  points  in  any  one  variety.  So  don’t 
expect  perfection.  If  the  color  is  just  right, 
then  the  spike  may  be  a  bit  weak  and  wobbly. 
If  the  blossoms  are  grand  and  glorious,  then 
some  many  not  be  well  placed.  And  so  on  and 
so  forth.  However,  we  now  have  plenty  varie¬ 
ties  that  leave  little  to  be  desired  in  their  ap¬ 
proach  to  perfection.

What  Size  Shall  I  Buy? 

A  Large  bulb  usually  produces  two  spikes 
of  blossoms,  sometimes  three.  A  Medium  bulb 
will  produce  a  splendid  spike,  maybe  two.  A 
Small  bulb  is  not  certain  to  bloom,  but  many 
smaller  bulbs  will  bloom,  producing  smaller 
spikes. 

So  for  flowering  purposes  there  isn’t  so 
very  much  difference  one  way  or  the  other  as 
to  the  relative  cost  of  bulbs  and  the  flowers 
they  produce. 

But  for  increasing  stock  medium  and  small 
bulbs  are  much  better  than  the  large  ones, 
for  producing  new,  vigorous  bulbs  and  many 
bulblets.
